JOHNS FORCES TRYING 
TO KEEP RECORD AS IS 


Ever since 1940, the guber- 
natorial candidate who led in 
the first primary has gone on 
to election in the second. 

In 1940, Spessard L. Holland 
led Francis P. Whitehair in the 
first primary 118,862 to 95,431, 
in a field of 11 candidates, Hol-
